Group I, claims 1-24, drawn to a method of making a biodegradable foamed product. 

Group II, claim 25, drawn to a biodegradable foamed product. 

Group III, claims 26-36, drawn to an apparatus for the production of a foamed product. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: All the groups are 
directed to an article, an apparatus and a process of making a biodegradable foam. 
Group I has a special technical feature directed to a step of conducting a microwave 
heating cycle not required for Groups ll-lll. Group II has a special technical feature 
directed to a density from 10 to 100 kg/m3 not required for Groups I and III. Group III 
has a special technical feature directed to an inlet through which a compressed gas 
passed and an outlet for depressurization not required for Groups l-ll. 

A telephone call was made to Catia Bastioli on 05/09/2009 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
